| A RELIC OF THE MEDIQAL METHODS 
OF A CENTURY AGO, 


The RBarterowe Practice of “Cap- 
ping” Suffering Homanity Still Has) 

Jte Adherents — The Operstiosn « 
Somewhat Delicate One. 


One hundred years ago the sovereign 
balm for erery ill, from fainting to fe 
ver, was bleeding. The wonder Is that 
a hnman race wae left to admit the 
folly of the practice. It was the cor 
rect method of the day, recommended | 
and employed by the best physicians of 
the time. The surgeon who attended 
George Washington In his last fliness 
first set about bleeding his august pa 
tient. The story Is that he took several 
cups of blood from the vigorous arm of 
Washington and then diagnosed the 
ease. Washington died. Some say that 
if he had not been bled he prebably 
would have lived. 

The ery comes, But that was a cen- 
tury ago! In sharp contrast stands the 
wonderful advances made by modern 
surgery. Thankfully it may sald) 
that such ts the truth. But sometimes 
customs die hard, and today the doc 
trine of “cupping” has devotees 
faithful as those who gave up their 
life sustaining fluid in Washington's 
time. This is a startling statement. 
The writer would have been skeptical 
if he had not learned its truth himself

(ANIMALS THAT GO ON STRIKE 


Birds, Beasts and Fven Inecets That 

Wontld Rather Loat Than Work. 

A common result of herding a large 
Aumber of horses together {n a field Is 

| that they all come out on strike. They 
bunch together under frees, eat less 
| than usual, get more and more restive 
;and fre always neighing and rubbing 
noses. The ond of it ta that the entire 
herd declines to do any work, will not 
be anddled or harnessed, chases ita at 
tendantsa about, and bites, squeala and 
kicka all day. The oldest jog trotter 
lafter a “conference” Iike thie, wil jib 
emash wp his cart and behave Ifke an 
unbroken colt. Nobody knows the rea 
|} son. But In large towns also the horses 
all suddenly strike at times, especially 
if they have been together a goo den! 
Then there !s a regular epidemic of 
| runaways, smash ups and so forth, or 
sometimes most of the horses of a 
town, as if by previons arrangement, 
| will be down in the road and refuse to 
get up. 

Cows are worse still, and when they 
are seen crowding together under trees, 
fidgeting @ad ‘“mooing,” they are said 
to be “on the growl,” and the herders 

| and milkmen know they are going to 
| have a bad time. At such periods cows 
| will sooner die of “milk fever’’ than let 
| themselves be milked, and will be as 
| sulky and intractable as mules. Bul- 
locks, when they get a fit of this kind, 
fre actually known as “strikers” and 
are liable to become dangerous. When 
the herdsmen see therm huddling to- 
gether sulkily and making odd snort- 
ing or grunting nolsea, they look out 
for squalls, for the cattle will not be 
herded In any direction and stubbornly 
| refuse to do anything they are wanted 


| to do. 

Birds are notorious for “woman's 
rights” strikea—that ts, the females 
sometimes flock together, abandoning 
or driving away the niales, and refuse 
to do any “housework” whatever. They 
desert thelr nests and will not finieh 
building. They leave thelr eggs to 
| grow cold and unhatehable, and noth- 
Ing will Induce them to return. The 
male birds grow very concerned at 
such times, but they have no remedy, 
for throughout the beast and bird crea- 
tion the male will never attack or In- 
jure the female, though the reverse of- 
ten takes place. Warblers and starlings 
especially are given to these “female 
workers’” strikes, and the thing be- 
comes serious, for a whole district will 
be full of nests left to rot, clutches of 
eggs abandoned and even young broods 
left to starve if one or two of the 
“strikers” have hatched out their eggs 

Ants are geniuses at organizing and 
carrying out strikes, especially the lit- 
tle yellow ants that live with the black 
tribes and do most of thelr work for 
them. The wages they earn are not 
high, for they merely work for thelr 
| keep. They are allowed the same food 
as their masters. At times, however, 
| the yellow ant becomes discontented 
and after a great deal of congregating 
and restiessness strike work in a body 
| anid decline to do anything 

The black ants then cut them off 
fromm supplies and endeavor to starve 
them into submission. Sometimes they 
even attack them and try to bully them 
Into doing the work. The “yellows,” 
however, generally prefer to be killed 
rather than abandon their principles, 
are not to be coerced, and the masters 
are driven to do the work themselves. 
Sometimes they make a rald and get a 
frésh batch of “yellows” Into the aunt 
hill to take the strikers’ places, but these 
| mostly join the malcontents after a day 
or two. The strike ends In one of two 
ways—the “yellows” may escape and 
| try to found a colony of thelr own or 
they may give in and settle down to 
| work again.

Perlbaps, on the whole, rabbits are 
the most determined strikers there are. 
In rabbit colonies there are nearly al- 
| Ways a certain number of stronger rab- 
| bits who do most of the hardest dig- 
ging and burrowing, and about once in 
two years these appear to grow discon- 
tented and decline to make the pas- 
sages which connect all the burrows in 
a big warren. Without these passages 
the assembly not safe from stoats 
and ferrets, and the commonwealth Is 
endangered, But the large digging rab- 
bits give up work and sit about brows- 
ing in the pastures all day and night, 
and unless they choose to get to work 
} again all new excavations for fresh 

rabbit families have to stop.—Detroit 
| News-Tribune.

LONDON, June 27.—Vegetarianism as

International Vegetarian Congress, which 
opened tonight in London, will submit 
to the world’s tipplers. ‘The vegetarians 
wsert that experiments made during 
the last three months at the Women's 
Inebriate Home at Torquay have de 
moustrated that a vegetable diet is an 
tbsolute destroyer of the liquor habit. 
Forty inmates of the institution, who 
entered confirmed drunkards, became 
total abstainers as a result of their daily 
fare, wherein flesh and fowl had no 
place, 

Further testimony along the same line 
will be presented to the congress by 
Bramwell Booth, commander of the 
social branch of the Salvation Army. 
Mr. Booth says that inebriety among the 
London slum population has declined 
steadily and permanently wherever the 
people have been weaned from meat.

Natural Thread Grown In Mexico, 

In southern Arizona and northern 
Mexico there grows a plant from which 
rope and twine that will almost never 
wear out can be made. It ts the mes 
eal plant.

ADULTERATED COFFEE, |~ 


GROCER WHITE FOUND GUILTY) 
OF VIOLATING OHIO'S PURE } 
FOOD LAWS, 
Tateresting Facts Concerning the 
Ronating of Coffee Bronght Ont Sy 
Scientific Experte—Presence of Rae- 
teria. 


Totrpo, O., Aug. 3.—The jury in Judge 
Meck’s court in this city has found 
James White, a local grocer, guilty of 
selling adulterated coffee. The prose- 
cution was based on a package of Ar- 
buckles Ariosa coffee. 

The State of Ohio, through the Pure 
Commission, prosecuted White. 
The case was on trial for nearly a 
month and attracted national atten- 
tion. 

The manufacturers of Ariosa coffee 
conducted the defense for Grocer 
White. The best attorneys in the 
country were retained to defend him, 
but, after a short consultation, a ver 


The State of Ohio considers this a big 
victory.

partment bas been successful. 

The complaint of the State of Ohio 
was that Ariosa coffee was coated with 
a substance which concealed defects in 
the coffee and made it appear better 
than it fs. The State charged this 
coating or glazing was a favorable me- 
dium for the propagation of bacteria. 

Prof. G. A. Kirchmater, of this elty, 
a well known chemist, was the princl- 
pal witness for the State. He had 
tmade scientific examinations of sam- 
ples of Ariosa purchased from Grocer 
White In the open market. He found 
that each Ariosa berry contained an 
average of 300 bacteria. Mr. Kirch- 
mater further testified that other cof- 
fees he examined contained few bacte- 
ria or none at all. He declared that 
the glazed coffee was not a wholesome 
food product. 

Chemist Schmidt, of Cincinnati, cor- 
roborated the testimony of Prof. Kirch- 
mailer. The State did not present fur- 
ther testimony. 

The defense through the Arbuckles, 
who prepared this glazed coffee, se- 
cured some of the most eminent chem- 
ists and scientists in the United States 
to give testimeny In their behalf. Prof. 
H. W. Wiley, of the United States Ag- 
ricultural Department; Prof. Vaughn of 
Ann Arbor University; Profs. Bletle 
and Webber, of the Ohio State Unitver- 
sity, were called to defend Ariosa. Dr. 
Wiley bad made a careful examination 
of the method of manufacturing Ario- 
sn. He told of the 19,000,000 eggs used 
by the Arbuckles yearly in the prepara- 
tion of this glazing. On this point in 
cross examination, the State’s attorney 
deftly drew from him the information 
that these eggs might be kept in cold 
storage by the Arbuckles for a year or 
two at a time. 

The experts who heard Dn Wiley'’s 
testimony were pleased to be able to 
“catch” so famous a chemist. The doc- 
tor at one point in his testimony ex- 
plained very clearly bow It is that the 
egg put into the coffee pot by the house 
wife settles the coffee. He sald that 
the heat coagulates the egg, and as it 
sinks to the bottom of the pot it carries 
the fine particles of coffee with It, and 
thus clarifies the drink. It is the act of 
coagulation in the coffee pot that does 
the work. Later on in his cross exam- 
ination, he had to admit that when the 
egg was put on Ariosa coffee at the 
factory it became coagulated, and as 
egg cannot be coagulated but once, that 
the coating on coffee was practically no 
value, as a “settler” when it reached 
the coffee pot. 

Prof. Wiley acknowledged that the 
glazing might be a favorable medium 
for the propagation of bacteria, al- 
though he would not testify positively 
either way because he was not a bac- 
teriologist. 

Prof. Vaughn, of Ann Arbor, also a 
witness for the Arbuckles, said he 
found bacteria on Ariosa coffee. 

Prof. Bleile, another witness for the 
defense, found any number of lively 
bacteria on Ariosa coffee he examined, 
and he agreed that glazed coffee surely 
was a more favorable medium for the 
propagation of bacterla than unglazed 
coffee. 

Pure Food Commissioner Blackburn 
says: “The State is very much elated | 
over its victory against this corpora- 
tion. We are now considering the ad- 
visabllity of informing every grocer in 
the State of Ohlo that it is an infrac- 
tion of the laws to sell Ariosa, and at 
the same time give warning to con- 
sumers that the coffee is an adulterat- 
ed food article.” 

The verdict of the jury in this case Is 
of national Importance because a great 
many other States have pure food laws | 
like that of Obio, and It is natural to 
suppose that similar action will be 
taken by other Pure Food Commis- 
sioners to prevent the sale of glazed 
coffees.

APTEMPTED ASSASSINATION 
OF PRESIDENT McKINLEY 

At about 4 o'clock Friday afternoon, 
September 6, 1901, while holding 
reception in the Temple of Music at the 
Pan-American Exposition at) Buffalo, 
the body of President William MeKin- 
ley received bullets from a 82- 
caliber revolver fired by Leon Czolgosz. 
an Anarchist, whose home is in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. One struck in the 
of the lungs but glanced, and being 
speedily extracted, proved not to be of 
4 serious character. ‘The other entered 
the upper part of the abdominal cavity, 
but fortunately failed to strike the in- 
testines, to which fact, probably, the 
life of the President was due. Bat for 
the instant action of 
James Parker, a stelwart Negro, and 
Corp, O’Brien a U. 8. Soldier, 
was doing guard duty, the Anarchist 
would have got in a third, and possibly 
fatal, shot; but he was orercome, after 
rough handling, and conveyed to jail. 

[he shots were fired while the Presi 
dent was shaking hands with Czolgosz, 
or about to, the latter presenting his 
left hand, the right being covered with 
a bandage, as though injured, but 
which was really used to conceal the 
murderous weapon with which he in- 
tended to take the life of the President 

The President immediately sank into 
a chair, and the wildest excitement and 
confusion ensued among the immense 
crowd that filled the great hall. 

The most eminent surgeons of Buffalo 
were hastily summoned and the Presi- 
dent was removed to the Milburo 
House, where another operation was 
performed and an unsuccessful attempt 
made to locate and remove the remaio- 
ing ball. Except when under the in- 
fluence of chloroform the President was

For three days, while the gravest 
uncertainty hung over the fate of the 
President, and until the attending phy- 
sicians gave out that the crisis had been 
passed, the most intense anxiety filled 
every loyal heart in the land. Denun- 
ciation of the dastardly act that was 
intended to deprive the Nation of one 
of the best, purest and ablest Presidents 
it ever had was bitter and universal.

morning the doctors announced that the 
danger point had been safely passed, 
that there was no longer any doubt ot 
his full to health and 
strength, aud that he would be able to 
go home in three weeks, The prayers 
of the American people have been ans- 
wered and McKinley lives. 

The shooting of the Presdent has ser- 
ved at least one good purpose; it has 
brought out the fact not hitherto known

“WILLS WOMEN MAKE. 


PECULIARITIES WHICH A LAWYER 
SAYS ARE COMMON. 


Aan Kale, the Feminine Sex In Fond 
of Hisarre Effects In Bestowing 
Riches—Women'’s Wills Are Seldom 
Contented In Court. 


“T saw a statement somewhere the 
other day to the effect that the short 
est will ever recorded at the surro- 


gate’s office was made by a woman,” 
said the old lawyer. “This is probably 
the case, but it is the exceptional brev 
ity that goes to prove the usual pro- 
lixity of the wills of women. 

“As a rule, when I am summoned te 
record the testamentary directions of 
a woman I go prepared for a long 
siege of writing and advising. Tostart 
with, a woman has a greater variety 
of belongings to bequeath than a man, 
or, If the chattels are not really more 
varied, herself, establishes a line 
of and divides them Into 
more A man, when making 
his will, is given to generalizing.

On July 2, 1881, James A. Garfield, 
President of the United States, was 
shot at Washington, D. C., by Gitean, 
the Nihilist, and died on September

19, 1881, after 77 days of intense 
suffering. The National funeral was 
held on September 26, 1881, and 


observed as aday of mourning through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. 

In the last issue of the Journar, 
Sept. 13, were given the chief points 
of the shooting of President MeKinley 
at the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo, written with a fall belief that 
the wounds were not mortel, and that 
his recovery was a question of a few 
weeks at the longest. 

The eminent physicians and surgeons 
who were in attendance gave out almost 
hourly the most encouraging reports ol 
the favorable condition of the President 
and high hopes were entertained of his 
speedy recovery. 
of them that he would be able to return 
to Washington in a month at most. 
So confident was he of this that Vice- 
President Roosevelt went back to his 
camp in the Adirondacks where he was 
when the sad news of the President's 
relapse and critical condition reached 
him on Thursday  pight. 
Hanna and other distinguished states- 
men, close personal friends, were 
fully assured by the Doctors of the 
danger point having been safely passed, 
and the improvement of the President 
so entirely satisfactory, lett for their 
several homes happy in the belief that 
everything was going on right at the 
Milburn house where the patient lay. 

But on Thursday night, Sept. 12, 
there was an unexpected and alarming 
turn for the worse, and on Friday the 
bulletins of the Doctors filled the 
hearts of the Nation with fear. Friday 
was an anxious day for the people of 
this country. While the Doctors gave 
out from time to time that the Presi- 
dent was holding bis own and insisted 
that his sinking spells were nothing 
more than a case of indigestion brought 
on by the use of a little solid fuod, 
there was a feeling of all over 
the land. When the JourNaL went 
to press early Friday morning it con- 
tained an announcement that the Presi-
